According to a repost filed by 
the Tax Commissioner at New 
York upon the estate of the late 
Emma B. Kennedy the Northfield 
schools receive $706,899 represent- 
ing two twentieths of the ten mil- 
lion dollar estate. 

Mrs. Kennedy who was widow of 
John S. Kennedy, New York finan- 
cier, died July 23, 1930. Her es- 
tate consisted chiefly of  stecks 
and bonds and has been appraised 
at $10,660,092 gross value, 39,- 
798,304 net. Public institutions 
j;and charities receive the bulk of 
the estate and include board of 
foreign missions of Presayterian 
church with headquarters in New 
York, $2,382,262; Roberts college 
in China, $1,060,348; New York 
| City Missionary society and New 
' York university, $706,899 each; 
Kennedy School of Missions, Hart- 
ford, $353,449; and same amount 
to Hampton normal and agricultu- 
ral institute of Hampton, Va.

Eclipse August 31st 
Total In New England 


The eclipse of the sun on Wed- 
nesday, Augst 31st beginning at 
two o’clock in the afternoon wi 
be visible only through a section 
of New England althouch it mav 
be witnessed partially throughout 
the country. 

Those who have the opportunity 
of witnessing the phenomenon in 
its totality will see something thev 
never will forget,” raid Capt 
Julius F. Hellweg, superintedent 
of the naval observatory. 

Thousands will come into New 
England from all over the world 
to observe and stady the eclipse 
and Northfield’s residents will be 
favored with the opportunity of 
witnessing it. The nearest point to 
see its totality will be 
N. H. altho it will be only 
slightly partial here in Northfi-l 

n Boston, for instance, the 
ecli will be 99 per cent 
In Kew York it will be 95 per 
cent, in Philadelphia, 92 per cent, 
in Washington, 89 per cent and in 
Chicago 79 cent. On the 
Pacific coast, however, it will be 
but 15 per cent total. 

Shortly after 2 o'clock the 
shadow of the moon wil] touch the 
earth in the Arctic ocean. north of 
Northern Siberia. Traveling at sa 
speed of 2000 miles per hour, it 
will move to the northward, pass- 
ing within a few hundred miles of 
the North Pole. 

From that point it will travel 
southward and across the Province 
of Quebec. After crossing the in- 
ternational border, it will pans 
over Northeastern Vermont, acrons 
New Hampshire and Southwestern 
Maine. 

Leaving the coast in the vicinit 
of Cape Porpoise, it will tick 
Ca Cod and Northeastern Mas 
rachuoretts as far as Salem. Quit 
ting the United States, the shadow 
ell cross: the ocean, again tarm- 
ing to the North and leave the 
earth shortly after 4 o’clock. 

Thos, within a period of two 
hours the shadow will have 
traveled some £000 miles.

All fruit juices, however ,do not 
make perfect jelly, for to make a 
perfect jelly it is essential that 
the fruit juices contain acid and a 
natural jelly making substance 
called pectin, in just the right pro- 
portions. 

Most homemakers know that 
rome fruits jell quicker than 
others. As an example, concord 
grapes. The juice of under ripe 
grapes will jell after a very short 
boiling period, while the ripened 
fruit requires a much longer boil- 
ing pernod. This shows how nature 
during the process of maturing 
fruits to their full flavor, removes 
the jellying substance of pectin. 
By adding pectin to your fruit 
juices you are merely giving back 
to the fruit what nature removed. 
Citrus fruit pectin, made as it is 
from lemons and oranges, is nat- 
ure’s own jelly maker. It is merely 
a jellying substance and nothing 
more. By adding pectin to your 
fruit juicer you are always sure of 
a perfect jelly. 

So the secret of making good 
jelly might be summed up as fol- 
lows: 

1. Use a small amount of juice 
at one time, that is, never work 
with more than 2 cuartsa of juice 
at a time

4. Use a standard cup without 

a flared edge and measure both 
juice and sugar in this standard 
cup. 
_ 5. If you wish to make a tart 
jelly add esate of 1 lemon to 
every batch. Add the lemon juice 
to the fruit juice. 

The following qdestion is asked 
me more than any other one ques- 
tion—How can you tell when the 
jelly has boiled enough? The best 
way to tell whether jelly, or jam 
for that matter, has boiled long 
enough is by the spoon test. Dip 
a clean spoon (wooden if you have 
one) into the boiling juice and 
hold it up. If the liquid drops off 
freely it should be boiled awhile 
longer or until the syrup “sheets” 
on the spoon. When this point has 
been reached, remove from fire, 
skim, pour into glarses and cover 
with hot paraffin. A second light 
layer of paraffin may be added the 
following day. The boiling point 
varies with different kinds of 
fruits, but if you will use the 
spoon test your jelly will always 
be perfect. 

Jelly is a real food and satisfies 
that craving for sweets that we all 
have. So let’s make hundreds of 


jars of different kinds of jellies 
now for our family to eat during 
the coming winter months. Have 


you ever tried gooseberry jelly, 
peach, pear or pineapple? You can 
make delicious flavored jellies by 
blending different juices. You can 
have a lot of fun in your kitchen 
in the cool of the day by getting 
out your preserving kettle and 
combining several fruit juices with 
which to surprise your admiring 
family later.

According to the returns —sre- 
ceived by tne Bureau of Census, 
there were 1,060,095 marnages 
performed in the United States 
during the year 1931, a» compared

Based 
on these estimates the number of 
marriages per 1,000 of the popula- 
tion was 8.5 per cent in 1931, as 
against 9.2 per cent in 1930.

A joint invitation to shade to 
bacco growers will te issued in the 
fall by the Connecticut) commis 
sioner of labor and the Massachu

at Hartford, Conn

The decision to call such a con- 
ference was reached at a meeting 
of representatives of shade tobac- 
co growers in Massachusetts and 
| Connecticut and officials of the 
Massachusetts child labor commit 
tee, the Consumer: leagues of 
Massachusetts and Connecticut. 
Massachusetts State college: Ed 
win S. Smith, Massachusetts com- 
missioner of labor and industnes, 
and Walter J. Couper, deputy com- 
missioner of labor of Connecticut, 
held recently. 

Representatives of the tobacco 
growers, and persons interested in 
the question from a socoia! point 
of view, will attend the meeting at 
Htrtford this fall to discuss some 
form of action by the two states 
to bring about a satisfactory solu- 
tion of the much debated question 
of child labor in the tobacco fields. 

Herbert C. Parsons, secretary 
of the Massachusetts child labor 
committee, was chairman of the 
meeting. He read a letter from 
William Phillips, charrman of the 
Massachusetts emergency commit- 
tee on unemployment, urging the 
tobacco growers to employ heads 
of families to help reduce the bur- 
den of unemployment. The grow- 
ers’ representatives expressed 
sympathy with this program, but 
explained that only few heads of 
families have applied for jobs. The 
growers stated tnat they are, how 
ever employing only a very few 
children under 14.
